The  (^iu'Ih'c  Premier's  speech  on  this  vital  topic,  it  has 
iHfri  well  remarked,  n(»t  only  pive  aihh'il  pnmf  of  his 
rttat**snian!ike  qualities  liut  revealeii  hiui  in  stron;;er  Ii;.'ht 
than  ever  as  a  mitioual  as  well  as  a  provincial  assi't  of  the 
greatest  vaUu'. 

The  Fi*anc(rur  motion  which  eall<-'l  forth  this  liistoric 
RIKHH'h  was  at  the  time  of  its  introduction,  repirded  by 
many  in  other  parts  of  the  Douiiiiion  as  hoth  injudicious 
and  inopportune,  a  view,  no  douht,  lar^'ely  due  to  a  niis- 
concepticui  of  the  real  purport  of  the  nuttion,  which  did 
not,  as  m'Hiy  supposcn,  favr)r  the  si'paratiori  of  (^uehec 
from  the  rest  of  the  Dominion  hut  simply  declared  that 
the  Province  was  reauy  to  agree  to  tlie  hreaking  nt'  the  fe- 
deral pact  <»f  iSi'u  "if  the  otlifr  Protinres  connder  Uinf 
Quebec  if  an  obattirle  tu  Hip  unihj,  prof/rfss  ami  ih-rt'top- 
mrnt  of  Canada".     The  motion,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  was

the  historic  Lc};i»lature  (.f  Qiiehec  and  the  climax  of  that 
discussion  was  reached  in  .Sir  Lomer  (loidll's  striking' 
address,  wliieli  is  );eiierally  ackiiowli'dfrcd  to  have  heen  one 
of  the  frri'atest  s|ieeehes  ever  made  hc'fore  a  '"anadian  !e^'is- 
lative  hody.     Tlie  yneln'o  Premier  in  treatili};  the  siihject 

rose  to  the  height  of  the  ).'reat  -asion.    In  a  i-ahn,  dis- 

J'lssioned,  juilicial  manner  anil  at  times  with  a  force  anil 
eloquence  which  evoked  proloufied  a]iplause,  not  oidy  from 
hoth  sides  of  the  House  hut  from  the  crowded  naileries  ho 
]mt  the  whole  question  in  its  jiroper  historical  perspective, 
eircctively  defeniled  the  I'roviiice  from  the  unjust  attacks 
of  which  it  had  h;'en  made  the  tarftet,  justilied  the  work 
of  the  Fathers  of  Confejleration,  expressed  the  helief  that 
the  lanfruafte  ami-  other  questions  which  are  the  cause  of 
diverfrence  between  the  two  sreat  races  would  in  the  course 
of  time  have  a  satisfactory  solution  and  closed  with  an  elo- 
quent appeal  for  peace  and  union  hetween  all  Canadians 
in  the  interest  of  the  Ilominion. 

What  followed  was  timely  and  appropriate  —  the  mo- 
tion with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House  was  with- 
drawn hy  its  Proposer  and  one  of  the  most  memorahle  epi- 
sodes in  the  annals  of  the  Quehec  Lefiislaturc  hrou}rht  to 
a  fittiufr  end.  Put  the  echoes  of  the  Prime  Jtinister's 
speech  have  since  heen  heard  from  one  end  of  the  Dominion 
to  the  other  and  amidst  the  chorus  of  praise  it  is  every- 
wliere  admitted  that  Sir  Lomer  (Jouin,  hy  his  utterances 
at  a  most  critical  juncture,  rendered  an  invaluable  service 
to  the  cause  of  racial  concord  and  national  unitv.

Ikhmi  so  insistent  that  it  has  heeii  deemed  advisable  liy  a 
I  'muIkt  of  those  who  are  interested  in  the  promotion  of 
a  k'tter  understamlinj,'  l)etween  the  other  Vrovinces  and 
QuelKH'  to  issue  the  Knglish  text  in  eonvenient,  form  in 
order  that  it  may  he  availal>Ie  for  Knjrtifih  speakin;;  Cana- 
dians. It  is  jjenerally  recognized  that  attacks  upon  the 
French  Canadians,  enmmite  from  a  comparatively  small 
section  and  that  the  jrreat  majority  of  Knjrlish  speakinj.' 
Camidians,  as  Sir  L(uner  (Jouin  ein|dnisizcd  in  liis  speech, 
are  fair  jieople.  From  such  the  Quehec  Premier's  utter- 
ances will  undoubtedly  receive  the  attention  they  (h'sene 
and  even  those  who  are  more  or  less  hostile  to  Quebec  may 
be  lead  to  entertain  a  diiTerent  view  after  rea<lin;;  the 
speech.

The  legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ouebec 
reassembled  on  the  afternoon  of  January  23rd,  1918. 
when  the  debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  submitted  by 
Mr  J.  N.  JranciEur.  member  for  lotbiniere.  The  Honor- 
able the  Speaker  of  the  legislative  Assembly.  Hon.  Anto- 
nin  Qalipeault  occupied  the  Speaker's  chair,  there  was 
a  full  attendance  of  members  and  the  galleries  of  the 
House  were  crowded  with  spectatorj  showing  the  great 
interest  taken  in  the  question. 

The  Prime  Minister  of  the  Province  Sir  lomer  Gouin, 
K.C.M.O.,  was  received  with  loud  applause  when  he  rose 
to  address  the  House  on  the  motion.

He  desirc<l  to  reply 
to  the  insulting  «oi>ds  and  the  unjust  articles  that 
appeared  in  certain  newspapers.  It  is  pretended. 
I  know,  that  that  was  not  his  sole  object.  It  is  said 
that  his  action  was  inspire*!  by  spite  owing  to  the 
result  of  the  recent  Fe<leral  election.  It  is  also 
claimed  that  he  desii-ed  by  means  of  this  motion  to 
attack  the  Federal  Government.

Why,  I  aslc  jnvsclf,  should  siicli  afftnnations  l)e 
Cfcditrtl  ?  Ci'i-tiiinly  those  who  luive  read  liistory 
and^wlio  liave  followwl  tlie  coni-se  of  ev<'nt-s  since 
186"  will  lealizi!  the  injustice  of  such  a  criticism. 

For  instance,  if  I  may  l)e  permitted  to  open  a 
chapter  of  the  history  of  one  of  our  sister  Provinces, 
I  find  that  the  Lcfilslature  of  Xova  Scotia  on  April 
Sth.  188(1,  adopte<l  by  a  vote  of  fifteen  to  seven  a 
resolution  th<'  objwt  of  wlii<-l!  was  the  separation 
of  that  Province  fwnn  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
That  w>solution  which  v.as  presen^"<l  by  the  then 
Prime  Minister  of  the  Province,  Hon.  W.  S.  Field- 
in;;,  one  of  the  most  respected  as  well  as  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  i)ublii>  men  of  Canada,  read  as 
follows  :

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desire  lo  ila  even  im.re  than  juslice  Inr  the  sake  nf  seeurinn  the 
co-operaticm  of  the  pci-]j|e  of  Xma  Seiitia  in  workiiiK  cmt  the 
new  constitution.  We  will  enter  uiion  the  inquiry  whenever  it 
will  suit  your  convenience,  aiirl  the  Canadian  Government  eiigaKe 
to  (iress  uiioii  Parliament,  with  all  the  influence  they  jiossess  the 
IcKislation  reiiuired  to  carry  out  anv  financial  rea<liustment  'that 
may  he  anree<l  to."

ho  ojt|ueKS(Ml  Ity  the  Kieneli  majority.  It  waw  in 
lefeience  to  the  last  oUje<ti(Ui  that  Sir  K.  V.  Taclie 
«aid  befoi-e  tlie  whide  Prctvinee  of  Ontario: 


"If  we  obtain  a  federal  union  it  will  be  equivalent  to  a  sepa- 
ration of  the  provinces  and  thus  Lower  Canada  will  i)reserve  its 
autonomy  with  all  the  institutions  which  are  dear  to  it  and  over 
which  it  will  be  able  to  exercise  the  surveillance  requisite  to 
saleRuard  them  from  all  dauRer.  But  there  is  a  portion  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Lower  Canada  who,  at  lirst  sijiht,  may  seem  to 
have  stronger  reasons  than  the  French  Canadians  to  complain. 
J  refer  to  the  Rnfflish  Protestants.  And  why  ?  Because  they 
are  in  a  minority.  1  t»elieve.  however,  that  if  they  will  carefully 
examine  the  project  in  all  its  details  they  will  be  fully  reassured 
as  to  its  consequences.  In  the  first  place  there  is  a  very  impor- 
tant  fact  to  be  considered  ;  the  laws  of  Canada  have  been  con- 
solidated and  the  Eng-lish  speaking  inl.abitants  have  become  so 
familiar  witli  them  as  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  them.  They 
may.  perhaps,  contend  that  the  majority  of  the  local  legislature 
may  later  on  commit  an  injustice  in  their  regard.  But  I  think 
that  a  glance  at  the  past  will  remove  any  such  fear.  Before  the 
union  of  the  two  provinces  when  a  large  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  were  French  the  English  .speaking  in- 
habitants never  had  any  reason  to  complain  of  them.  There  is 
in    fact    no    instance    where    an    injustice    was    even    attempted."
